South Church Planning 


All parents in the community 
have been urged to instruct their 
children in the best methods to 
protect themselves from molest- 
ers, 

Police Chief David L. Nicoll, 
in a letter sent home with all 
school children, asks the parents 
to discuss the subject with the 
youngsters, and give them instruc- 
tions that may help to prevent 
future molestation cases. 

The police department has 
handled six of these cases since 
August - more than would normale 
ly be encountered in a similar 
period. 

Chief Nicoll explained that there 
just seems to be an increase in 
this type of case, in recent months. 

Four of the six cases reported 
to police have been taken care of, 
he reported. Two other remain 
unsolved. 

In his letter to parents, the chief 
suggests that ‘Parents and police 
must work together if boys and 
girls are to be protected from child 
molesters.’’ 

‘Discuss the matter calmly with 
your child’’, he writes, and be sure 
that he has been instructed what to 
do if he is approached: 

“‘Refuse to get into a stranger's 
car, or go anywhere with him, and 
get away as fast as possible. 

*‘Report the incident to you (the 
parent), his teacher, a policeman, 
fireman, mailman, or any adult 
person the child knows. 

“If possible, get descriptions of 
the car and person. 

“If at all possible get the re- 
gistration number of the car. This 
is most important.

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EDITORIAL THO 
No Hunting 


The wrath of careful hunters everywhere may come 
down around our ears — but it seems logical at this point 
in the community’s history to put an end to hunting in the 
town. 

We mentioned a few weeks ago that the hunting vs no- 
hunting question is a two-sided affair — but the weight of 
the evidence indicates a no-hunting policy should be 


adopted. 

Those favoring hunting suggest several plans — better 
control of the hunters by the sportsmen’s clubs and the 
hunters themselves; partitioning the town, to keep hunting 
in the outskirts; hunting only with written permission of 
the land owners, to name a few. 

Each of these suggestions has some merit, but enforce- 
ment appears to be a big problem. A hunter is highly 
mobile — and this makes it difficult, if not impossible, for 
the police to do their job. In the time it takes for an 


officer to get to the site of a complaint, the hunter is 
often gone — and gone with him is the Opportunity ‘to 
enforce whatever law is applicable. 

On the other hand, .a strict no-hunting by-law could be 
enforced. Whenever a hunter is observed, he could be 
informed of the by-law immediately — without waiting to 
receive a complaint. 

We hope that a by-law is proposed, for action at town 
meeting next March, which would put an end to this annual 
problem, which is both annoying and dangerous to a large 
segment of the population. 


No One Opposes Santa 


Santa Claus is a mighty popular fellow — just ask the 
kids, or for that matter, their mothers and fathers. 

The youngsters, of course, think of the jolly old man 
who makes his annual visit not so many weeks from now. 

But the older folks seem to picture Santa in a different 
way. 

Sometimes he looks like a presidential candidate; some- 
times appears as a party platform; occasionally takes on 
the image of Uncle Sam; and once in a while he even 
appears on the ballot. 

Take, for example, the question on the ballot in some 
State senatorial districts, asking whether the voters would 
instruct their senator to vote for a state resolution, ask- 
ing Congress to give a pension to everyone over 65, and 
provide a vast array of free care. 

The vote was overwhelming — eight, even 10 to one, 
for the proposal. Yet there never has been any discussion 
of the cost of this tremendous give-away, nor how it would 
be administered. Those voting for it just liked the picture 
of Santa Claus they saw reflected from their ballots. 

And to a lesser, but quite evident, degree, the voters 
across the country saw Santa Claus in the Democratic 
party platform, and liked what they saw, They may not 
like the taxes that will inevitably be levied to pay for 
these promises — but many of these probably will be hid- 
den in some way so that they seem somehow to be almost 
non-existent, 

We wonder whether, in the final analysis, the victory of 
the Democratic party at the polls Nov. 8 can not be attri- 
buted to a basic political philosophy — ‘‘You can’t shoot 
Santa Claus’’, 

Whatever other factors were involved, it appears quite 
evident that a lot of people voted for him.

The state and town are once again banging heads over 
Rogers Brook — this time over the need for more extensive 
surveys prior to necessary land takings. Does the con- 
stant injection of delay-causing technicalities by the state 
indicate a reluctance to do this job? 


Liquor License Quandary 


It won't be long before an official announcement of the 
town’s population from Washington brings up the problem 
of another package store license becoming available, 
There are many interested residents, who have indicated 
they will apply for the license when that time 
There’s one criteria that should not be used in judging 
the merits of the applicants — and that’s the date when 
the individual first made known his intention to seek the 
license. It doesn’t make much difference when a man 
applies — but there are many other factors of greater im- 
portance to be weighed,

The November Club had its first 
meeting of the year last Monday, 
and entertainment was provided by 
22 members who were born in 
Andover. 

Andover’s population in the 1910 
census was 7,301, as against 6,831 
in 1900. 

The annual AVIS report urges 
the construction of a bandstand in 
Elm sq. The Townsman, in an 
editorial, comments that there is 
not a need for this.

25 Years Ago — November, 1935
